ENGINE—The engine is a four-cylinder, L-head, 
with removable head and four-point flexible 
suspension, The bore is $y and the stroke 514 
inches. Total piston displacement is 195 cubic 
inches, or $195.5 cubic centimeters. Developed 
horse power at piston speed at 1000 feet per minute 
is 27, while the maximum horse power at 2400 
R, P. M. of the engine is 37.5. 


‘The crankshaft is three-bearing, of unusually heavy 
design, balanced statically and dynamically. 

‘The ignition is by means of a battery and Connecti- 
cut distributor. 

STARTING AND LIGHTING—This car is 
equipped with an Auto-Lite starter and generator. 
‘The battery is a U. S. L., 6 volt, 95 ampere-hour 
capacity. 

CLUTCH—The clutch used in this car is a Borg 
& Beck, 10-inch, single dry plate, adjustable for 
engagement and wear. 

TRANSMISSION—The transmission is of a selec- 
tive type, with three speeds forward, and reverse, 
and is mounted in unit with the engine. 
SPRINGS—The springs are unusually long and 
are of the semi-elliptic type. ‘The front spring 
is 36 inches center to center, while the rear spring 
is 56 inches long. 

FRONT AXLE—The front axle is of the single drop 
forged I-beam section type. 


REAR AXLE—The rear axle is of the semi-floating 
type. The ratio of the standard rear axle is 4.6621. 
‘The service brake is mounted on the rear axle and is 
of the external contracting type, the band being 
2 inches wide and operates on a 14-inch dram. 


FRAME—The frame used is of single drop type, 
made of hydraulic pressed steel. The section of 
the frame is channeled 7 inches deep at the deepest 
part. The frame is provided with five cross mem- 
bers, the rear one being equipped with large 
gussets. 


STEERING—The steering gear is of the worm and 
gear type, adjustments being provided for backlash, 
The spark and throttle levers and the horn button 
are mounted above a 17-inch corrugated wal- 
nut wheel, 


TIRES—The tires are $2 x 4 cord, non-skid all 
around. 


GASOLINE TANK—The gasoline tank of 18 
gallons capacity is mounted in the rear of the car. 


WHEELBASE—The wheelbase is 112 inches; 
tread, 56 inches. 


EQUIPMENT—On all models: Drum-shaped 
electric headlights with dimmers and non-glare 
lenses; instrument light on the instrument board;
